Fresh meat, bread, milk 
wud vegetables were delivered to the 
camp daily, and the quantity consumed 
proved that the boys were not lack- 
ing in appetites. 

The extreme heat somewhat inter- 
fered with the afternoon program, but 
the troop stuck close to their daily 
routine, of which we give a copy.

WORLD FACING 
REAL SHORTAGE 
OF PETROLEUM 


1 
London, August .14.—In spite of 
present increased output the world 
faces a general shortage of petroleum, 
Sir John Cadman, British ofl con- 
troller, who advised the peace confer- 
ence during the Mesopotamia negoti- 
ations, declared in an interview here 
today. oA 

“There-is a world shortage in oil,” 
he said. “The present increased out- 
put of 70,000,000-tons, compared with 
the pre-war output of 60,000,000 tons, 
does not sequal the present world 
demand. The signing of the Turkish 
treaty means a rapid development of 
Mesqpotamia resources. 

“Turkish pre-war concessions to 
Britishers in Mesopotamia and Am- 
ericans in Palestine, are not likely 
to be returned. Organization of in- 
dustry in Mesopotamia means a 
stable government which will draw 
its revenue “in oi] royalties. Of] will 
be placed on the world market, but 
the United States, with its own sup- 
plies, will not need it. British com- 


‘panies are endeavoring to secure 
concessions in various parts of the 
world without government assis- 


j tance.” Sir John’s reference to pre- 
war concessions is interpreted as a 
| reply to the American criticism that 
! Britain is using the fruits of war to 
monopolize the world’s oil supply.

BANDIT BASSOFF 
.__ GAPTURED 


RUN DOWN AT PINCHER CREEK 
BY C.P.R. POLICEMAN 


Pincher Creek, Aug. 12—Tom Bas- 
soff, the bandit murderer, was arrest- 
ed at 10.55. last night behind the shed 
of the Southern Alberta Hay Growers’ 
Association, just outside the C.P.R. 
depot, by Constable Glover, of the 
C.P.R. police. The bandit was armed 
with'a big Lueger, but the police got 
the drop on him, but he did not throw 
up his hands until he had been chal- 
lenged six or seven times. He was 
feeling for his own gun with the muz- 
zle of the policeman’s revolver at his 
head. ‘ 

The police were subsequently in- 
formed from Bassoff that his confed- 
erate, Areloff, is working his way 
west up the Pass. Col. Macleod, head 
of the C.P.R. force, immediately left 
by speeder for Michel, and the whole 
force will be on the trail of the other 
bandit today. | 

BASSOFF FIRST SIGHTED 

Bassoff was first sighted at 10.20 
last night by Engineer 
who was driving a pusher engine from 
Pincher west to Lundbreck. Ham- 
mond saw the figure of a man reveal- 
ed in the rays of the- brilliant head- 
light of his engine just after pulling 
out of Pincher station. The man was 
walking towards Pincher, and remain- 
ed on the track until the engine was 
almost upon him, when he stepped 
aside, Hammond recognised him 
from descriptions with which every 
inhabitant of this southern country is 
now familiar. The engineer put on 
full steam to Lundbreck, where -he 
immediately reported. to Constable 
Glover, of the C.P.R. police, who was 
on the lookout with Constables Saw- 
yer, Towler and Hallworth, all of 
the railway force. The constables 
mounted the pusher at once and _ re- 
turned to Pincher, where, after little 
search, they found the bandit hiding 
behind the shed. 

During the interval between the 
time when the engineer sighted him 
and the time of his arrest he had en- 
tered a store in the town, and, produc- 
ing his Lueger, demanded a tin of 
bully beef from the storekeeper and 
got away with it.

FULL MILITARY. 
FUNERAL GIVEN 
BANDIT VICTIMS 


CORPORAL USHER AND CON. 
STABLE BAILLIE LAID TO REST 
AT MACLEOD. 


Macleod, Aug. 12—The most im- 
pressive faneral ever held in Macleod 
took place yesterday when the re- 
mains of the late Corporal Usher, of 
the R.C.M.P., and Constable Baillie, 
of the A.P.P., were laid to rest in the 
cemetery in Macleod. There was a 
full military funeral with a firing 
party from the mounted police and 
full military escort. The service was 
held at Christ Church, Macleod, and 
was conducted by the Rey. S. Mid- 
dleton, of St. Paul's Church, Blood 
Reserve, who during the course of a 
very solemn, though inspiring ser- 
mon, severely criticised the foreigner, 
who, after being allowed the privi- 
leges and freedom of Canada, should 
adopt brutal laws of their own and 
murder two policemen in cold blood. 

“These things must stop,” said Mr. 
Middleton, “the blood of these two 
young heroes, over whose remains 
we are holding this funeral service 
today, cry out to us for justice, and 
the debt of this cruel, dastardly 
crime must be repaid, and these un- 
grateful cowards, these foreigners 
who commit such crimes must be 
punished and made an example of 
to the full extent of the law, although 
all the punishment in the world will 
never bring back the lives of these 
two young guardians, both of whom 
were enjoying the best part of their 
lives, in the flower of their manhood.”

(Experimental Farms Note) 

When a man states that there is ho 
money in hogs he bases his contention 
largely on more or less accurate rec- 
ords of feeding costs, and feeding 
costs only. If the market hog cannot 
even pay for his feed, what then of 
interest on investment, labour, risk, 
losses, marketing expenses, ete. 
+The feed cost to produce one 
dred pounds of pork may be calculat- 
ed by including the cost of mainten- 
ance of the breeding stock responsible 
for the market hogs. Applying this 
method, one hundred pounds of pork 
woud require about 600 pounds of 
meal. American farin survey figures

indicate even a higher meal cost—615 
pounds. Valuing’ meal-and grain at 
$70.00 per ton which is .conservative 
enough, ‘the herd feeding charges per 
hundred pounds of: pork would amount 
to $21.00'on the .6%to 1 basis, Even 
this does not cover all farm costs. 


Figures available’ from herds on the 
Experimental Farm System compare 
very closely with those obtained in 
farm survey reports, i.e., that approx- 
imately 78% of the cost of pork pro- 
duction is for feeds and the remaining 
22% to cover farm costs exclusive of 
shipping charges.---To produce 100 
Ibs of pork under average Canadian 
conditions requires from 450 to 500 
pounds of grain or. the equivalent. At 
$70.00 per ton for meal this would rep- 
resent a feed cost per cwt. of pork of 
$16.62, which figure represents only 
78% of the total cost. One hundred 
per cent of the feed plus the farm 
charge would amount to $21.28 per 
cewt. 


The above figures ‘may appear 
startling. There are hundreds of 
small feeders who can feed a litter or 
so of pigs on a much cheaper basis. 
Otherwise there would be very little 
pork produced. Why can a few hogs 
be raised comparatively cheaply on 
the farm? Simply because of the 
fact that a considerable proportion cf 
the feed is: in the nature of a by-pro- 
duct or perhaps home-grown. Multi-

The man who is 
raising young pigs, who plans to feed 
them almost entirely on a_ grain 
ration, who has little or no milk or 
green feed available, will almost cer- 
tainly be forced to place a high valu- 
ation on manure and experience if he 
is to get an even break next fall.

Pincher Creek, August 13th.—Sen- 
sational developments in the financial 
condition of the Southern Alberta Hay 
Growers’. association, which includes 
in its membership some of the best 
known ranchers and farmers in the 
Pincher Creek and Cowley districts, 
have come about, as a result of which 
it is stated that charges of a serious. 
nature may be laid against the man- 
ager of the company, John Cameron. 
Investigation has been ‘made by the 
directors of the company and officials 
of the C.P.R, and the Union Bank, who 
are vitally concerned, and though no 
oficial action has been’ taken as yet, 
further developments are expected 
shortly. It is stated that a sum of 
nearly $150,000 is in default. — 

The discovery of the condition of 
the cmpany’s affairs eame about as a 
result of an investigation made by an 
auditor of.the Union Bank. Mr. Cam- 
eron fs one of the most popular citi- 
zens of this town, has been promin- 
ent,in affairs for years, and has been 
secretary of the firemen’s organiza- 
tion and several other similar organ- 
izations. He is suffering from a phy- 
sical collapse and is confined to his 
home. 

Oficials of the C.P.R. and Union 
Bank, and directors of the company 
would say nothing about tho affair 
save that an investigation was still 
continuing. Sums received in pay- 
ment for shipment of hay by members 
of the association are involved, and it 
is stated that the alleged irregularities 
date back a period of nearly two 
years. °

directors that audits showed the com-

We are 
more anxious to escape the conse- 
quences of wrong-doing than we are 
to deal with wrong itself. The sense 
of fear leads men to dread Hell rather 
than sin. It was the mission of Jesus 
to save men from their sins, not from 
the punishment which rightly attach- 
es itself to evil-doing.

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A LARGE MATTER. 

The Saturday issue of the Calgary 
Albertan contains a brief leading edi- 
torial in which that portion of the 
Premier's speech which deals with the 
preservation of-Canada’s industries 
is very briefly discussed and rather 
lightly disposed of. 

We do not know whether the Alber- 
tan was satisfied with its own state- 
ment of the matter; but surely many 
of its readers were not. 

The full results of a fiscal policy 
are not comprehended in the two facts 
of a revenue on the one hand, and 
money in the pockets of a class, on 
the other—as the Albertan contends. 

The whole life and prosperity of 
the nation are profoundly influenced. 
While industry flourishes the farmer 
has a good market for all his produce, 
and he shares the prosperity of indus- 
try; the population is encouraged to 
remain at home, and is not compelled 
to go abroad for work; and the wealth 
of the country is not expended in their 
lands, but is spent at home. 

The greatest material asset that 
any people possesses is its markets. 
Nations go to the end of the earth 
for the sake of getting markets; noth- 
ing is too great a sacrifice in order 
that markets may be won. 

So, when a people throws away its 
markets, relinquishes them to 
strangers and foreignerg instead of 
preserving them, so far as is possible, 
for its own population, it comes very 
near committing something like sui- 
cide. And that’s just what the policy 
of free trade seeks to bring about. 

Germany and the United States, 
the two most prosperous nations of 
late years, were both high protection- 
ists. A classic illustration of the re- 
sult of free trade in England was that, 
when, at the beginning of the war, the 
British government desired to give to 
every soldier a shaving outfit, it was 
found that there were no English 
razors in the country, but all were 
German. Free trade had ruined the 
cutlery trade of Sheffield as it had 
earlier ruined the ribbon trade of 
Coventry. 

It is a very large matter indeed, 
and is not to be disposed of off-hand, 
as the Albertan seems to think. 

Abraham Lincoln put the matter 
very clearly When he said: If a man 
buys goods abroad, this country has 
the goods and the other country has 
the money; but when he buys goods 
at home, this country has the goods, 
and it has the money also. 

We want to adopt the policy that 
will, so far as possible, benefit our 
own people; w: want to give our pat- 
ronagé to Canadians, and not by 
preference to strangers.

fsolation. While we will not regard 
ourselves as remote from troubles on 


the continent, they see America hap- 
Pily placed outside all difficulties with 
Europe and part of the East flounder- 
ing. ‘ 

“It may seem surprising to us that 
war hasn’t made them realize the 
world is too small for any country to 
be immune from the contagion. when 
the war fever is abroad, but it is re- 
membered that America’s war experi- 
ment is distant, her cost both in men 
and money being comparatively 
slight. : \ 

“We cannot forget that the idea of 
international brotherhood was_ press- 
ed on us by the. head of the American 
republic, and we gave. our. late 
enemies a much imore Jenient peace 
because we believed it better to have 
the world governed by laws laid down 
and backed by America and other great 
powers. If that was not in our minds 
it is unlikely the final triumphant ad- 
vance of the Allied armies would 
have stopped this side of Berlin. 


“We do not cast reproaches nor 
question their right to accept or re- 
ject the treaty as it pleases them, 
but it is natural that we await this 


decision with anxiety on the league, 
and put before us a means of avert- 
ing all future wars and having civill- 
zation doomed to destruction. Unless 
the United States joins the league we 
caunot secure this object, and ft 
might even in the course of time he- 
come an actual menace to the preser- 
vation of peace.

CROP CONDITIONS 
FOR AUGUST 


August 16. ¢ 
General crop conditions throughout 
the province are particularly promis- 
ing. The abundant rains during the 
last half of July, combined with warm 
weather, brought all crops along very 
fast. During the last ten days pruc- 
tically no rain has fallen. The weath-' 
er has been especially suitable fer: 
filling and ripening of the early sown | 
grain. The later grain should have 
moisture soon for best growth. Wheat | 
cutting has commenced in various 
parts of the province, is general along 
_the Crow's Nest line, and will be well 
lunder way throughout the whole of! 
the south and east from the 18th to! 
the 20th. | 
. Fall rye is practically all cut and a 
‘considerable amount of it has been! 
threshed. Some of the early sown 
barley has also been cut. Both rye. 
and karley will give excellent yields. | 
Over most of the province oats will, 
require another two wecks before be- . 
ing ripe. | 
Reports from Grande Prairie and 
Peace River indieate tha: weather 
conditions have been similar to the’ 
rest of the province, leaving the crops 
well advanced and the prospect of a 
heavy general yield. 


Up to date no frost has been re- 
ported. The damge from hail has’ 
heen heavy in some districts but on 
the whole has not been greater than 
in ordinary years. The blown out 
area in the south will not) preduce 
much crop. A considerable amount 
of this has been prepared for next 
year and oa limited area sown te 


fall rye. An area sixty miles square 
along the (. & E. Rallway, about half 
way between Calgary and, Edmonion, 
has not been favoured with moistare 
to the same extent as the rest of the 
province, congequently the crop in this 
area will be somewhat lighter. Grass- 
hoppers have bgen plentiful in cer- 
tain places but effective measures 
were adopted for thelr control. Far-

inion and Provincial Departments of 
Agriculture in a vigorous campaign 
of poisoning with a result that these 
pests have not done ‘any great amount 
of damage. Leaving out of considera- 
tion the possibility of frost before the 
crop is harvested, prospects at the 
present time indicate the heaviest 
yield which the province has had 
with the exception of 1915. As near 
as can be determin&d at the present 
time, the yield of wheat will run be- 
tween 25 and 30 bushels. Up to the 
present time haryest labour has been 
scarce. Harvest excursions are now 
being run from Eastern Canada and 
no doubt the labour shortage will be 
relieved to some extent within” the 
next week or ten days. 

Feed is abundant in all parts. Hay- 
ing is general and ideal weather pre- 
vails. Grass has been plentiful 
throughout the whole season in all 
parts so that the live stock is doing 
particularly well. During the past 
week shipments have commenced to 
arrive at the stockyards and packing 
plants. These shipments have been 
made up principally of breeding heif- 
ers, cows and sucking calves. On 
account of the thin condition of ani- 
mals inthe spring, beef will not come 
early, though the condition of pasture 
at the present time is such as to en- 
sure the animals Leing in good con- 
dition for fall delivery.

There are over three hundred In- 
dians at this point, all of whom are 


:well fixed in regard to the material 


wants of this world, while there are 
about thirty white men in residence, 
besides the Esquimaux, who come 
down the river in their schooners 
when the ice is out. 

Very many of the Indians have been 
in the Yukon for the past twenty 
years, but are gradually returning to 
their old hunting grounds. The 
reason for the migration was the 
high prices which prevailed for meat 


‘at the time of the Klondyke rush, as 


while a moose was only worth about 
$4 at McPherson, the native hunters 
could obtain their own figure on the 
other side of the divide. 

To illustrate the financial condition 
of the Indians, Mr. Johnson stated 
that one native hunter sold his furs 
this spring for the sum of $6,000, half 
of this amount being made from musk- 
rat skins. This person was extreme- 
ly anxious to be rid of his financtal 
worries and had succeeded in spend-

Mr. Hainline states that nearly all 
the Indians are conversant with the 
English tongue and that likewise they 
have a very keen nose for a bargain, 
and are well aware of the true value 
of their furs, hence, had they but 
some slight grounding in financial 
matters the denizens of this northern- 
most outpost might be wealthy men. 

Three steamers run north from 
McPherson, . the “McKenzie River,” 
the “Northern Trader” and the Lam- 
son Hubbard boat, the “Distributor.” 
The latter has just been completed at 
Fort Smith and the travellers an- 
nounce that she will eclipse every- 
thing on the northern rivers both for 
speed and comfortable appointments. 
There are some gasolene boats on 
the upper reaches of the big river 
and in common with food supplies 
“juice” is equally reasonable, this also 
reaching the northern posts via the 
whaling schooners.

Ottawa, Aug. 12.—(Canadian Press) 
—Canada’s 1920 wheat crop is now 
estimated by officials of the agricul- 
tural department at 262,338,000 bush- 
els as compared with the final esti- 
‘mate of 193,260,000 bushels last year. 
|The oat crop is expected to go to 
496,686,066 bushels as compared with 
294,387,000 bushels in 1919. Barley 
also shows a substantial increase, the 
figures being 63,438,500 bushels as 
against 56,389,400 bushels last year.
